D allas County (which made up a 
portion of one of lh insurance r a t­ 
ing regions in T exas' w ere sim ­ 
ply a lot safer than the d r i e r s 
in H arris County. But w hat about 
th e safe driver in H arris Count; ? 
He paid the same as an unsafe 
driver, just as C e unsafe driver 
in D allas County got off It bt be­ 
cause of hrs neighbor’s careful­ 


ness. 
R ightfully so. senators and leg­ 
islato rs from the fifty-fifth did not 
see the equip 
in this plan and 
authorized the sta te P afd of In­ 
surance to make a c mobil study 
of various m erit rating plans w ith 
sn eye to seeing w hat could be 
done to rew ard the individually 
safe driver in Texas.

In tim e all Texas m otorists could

If anyone is going to “get rich" 
off the new plan it is certain ly 
not the insurance com panies; they 
arc running the greatest risk of 
my group.
